his son, a. soldier in the Philippines: 


Manila, 3Iay 28,1?99. 


Dear 3Iother, Father, Brother and Sis- 
ter: I received your letter and was very 
irlad to hear from you 
I am now at Ma- 
nila. Philippine Islands. We landed on 
the 19th of May, and are now stationed 
in the city of'Manila. in a large field 
where the'first battle was fought with the 
Filipinos, and very close to the_ place 
where they are fighting JJGW. We can 
hear theni'shootiug. and some of the bul- 
lets fiv in the field where we are station- 
ed. 
YVe are doing guard duty now, just 


the same as a policeman, but expeci to ico 
on the -iriug line in a day or l\vo. We 
ure in more~caager in the city than we 
would be in the battlefield, as there are 
thousands of Filipinos and Spaniards 
around us all the time. Three days- ago j 
one of our boys was killed while o».

JLa>t night while we were doing guard 
dtitv one of the boys had a iiule diillcul- 
ty with some natives, and lired eleven 
shots into them, killing one, but we could j 
not lind out if more were killed or 
wounded.
